Council postpones 
Woodlands decision 


In a surprise move Mon- 
day night, St. Albert’s new 
city council postponed a 
decision on a proposed bylaw 
which would be the first step 
in the development of the 
Woodlands subdivision. The 
bylaw would re-zone the area 
from a development control 
area to single and multiple 
family residential, The area 
in question was to be 
developed by Carma Devel- 
opers Ltd. An application by 
Carma to subdivide the area 
had already been approved. 
The area is bounded by 
Boudreau Road, Sir Winston 
Churchill Avenue and the 
Sturgeon River. 

The council’s decision to 
postpone was partially pr- 
ompted by statements made 
in a public hearing on the 
matter held the same night. 
Derek Norton, 7 Banting 
Place, appeared before the 
council and expressed sev- 
eral fears about the proposed 
development. His first worry 
was that with Boudreau Road 
eventually slated to be an 
arterial road crossing the 
Sturgeon River, noise would 
be a problem. He stated that

buffering arrangements pl- 
anned for that area would be 
insufficient. He foresaw this 
problem occurring particu- 
larly in the vicinity of 
Bradburn Avenue.

City council gave its 
approval Monday night to a 
multi-million dollar multiple 
family development in the 
Grandin area, The site is on 
the Ball Estate adjacent to 
the slough, between Gervais 
and Gate avenues and will be 
developed by Mason De- 
velopments Ltd. 

City Administrator Bob 
Byron told the council that 
the matter had been thor- 
oughly discussed with resi- 
dents of the area, and 
emphasized that the area 
next to Grandin Road would 
be low density housing. This 
would graduate into higher 
density toward the east, with 
the area next to the highway 
designated as commercial. 


The highest density will 
occur in the centre portion of 
the Ball Estates, 

The original plan had been 
for a four storey development 
comprised of 380 units with 
variable densities. However, 
the Municipal Planning Co- 
mmission expressed concern 
over the adequacy of parking 
and access, and the plan has 
been reduced to provide 340 
units. This allows more 
parking area. 


Mr. Byron told council that: 


the building will have a 
variable frontage, reaching 
different heights, and the 
walls will be terraced to 
make it appear smaller. 
There will be play areas in

In response to the 1700 
flyers delivered throughout 
the Grandin area, Grandin 
Park residents met last 
Thursday evening at Albert 
Lacombe School for :a lively 
discussion on the proposed 
creative playground. Plans 
and objectives were outlined 
by Mrs. Shaley, including a 
proposed ball diamond and 
backstop. A series of slides 
presented the tentative site 
behind the school, and a tire 
playground in various stages 
of construction at Fort Sask- 
atchewan. The Weisz-des- 
igned tire playgrounds have 
an excellent record for dura- 
bility, safety and easy up- 
keep. But by far their most 
important feature is a con- 
stant source of fascination 
and enjoyment for children.

Big Lake will be the scene 
of automobile ice races this 
winter, as a result of a 
council motion approving 
these events.

Quebec Cree and Inuit 
get land settlement 


The Cree and Inuit of 
James Bay and Northern 
Quebec have more cause for 
rejoicing than for many a 
long year with the signing of 
the James Bay and Northern 
Quebec Agreement, October 
31. 

The agreement will give 
substantial land and mone- 
tary rights to 6,500 Cree and 
4,200 Inuit in a territory with 
a total area of 379,400 square 
miles. 

Twenty-two native com- 
munities will be directly 
affected by the agreement. 

$225 million will be paid 
out to the Cree and Inuit in 
monetary compensation. 

Under the land agreement 
the Cree will have exclusive 
hunting and fishing rights 
over 25,130 square miles of 
category 11 lands. They will 
also receive control of 1,274 
square miles of what are 
known as category 1A lands. 

The Crees will receive 821 
square miles of category 1B 
lands.$ 

The Inuit, (Eskimo) will 
have exclusive hunting and 
fishing rights over 33,400 


square miles in Northern 
Quebec (category 11) and 
they will have title to 3,250 
square miles of Category 1 
lands. 

The James Bay Settlement 
Act is also known as Bill C-9. 

A Federal Government 
release says the agreement 
‘will enable them (the Cree 
and Inuit) to participate as 
decision makers of their 
future, and provides them 
with the basic resources to 
meet their needs and pre- 
serve their traditional cul- 
tures.’’

Alderman Shields agreed, and would not support the zoning 
until a commitment was made by the province on the two 
streets. 


However the situation is that the MD Sturgeon and the City 
of Edmonton would have to place those two streets on their 
program of priorities for provincial grants. Until 125th 
Avenue and 137th Avenue are completed, Edmonton would 
have real problems feeding traffic from 149th and 156th 
Streets into their road system, and completion of 125th 
Avenue and 137th Avenue is four to six years down the road. 


Alderman Breadner felt slow development might result in 
reduced assessment and a possible tax hike, but 
development could proceed, presumably on the northwest 
sector plan, where servicing is already in. In any case extra 
assessment on new dwelling units also brings extra 
demands for city services and facilities which cut into the 
increased tax revenues. For example, the Woodlands area 
which when fully developed would bring in over 15,000 
people, will have no access to the proposed regional 
shopping centre except through St. Albert on the Trail. A 
bridge on the Sturgeon river would eat up considerable tax 
revenue. Meanwhile 280 high density units are going in as 
the first stage of that shopping centre development, and all 
those people have no access but the Trail to Edmonton. 


It would appear that the Woodlands subdivision was given 
the go ahead by the former council with a view to putting the 
people in and then pressuring for provincial road grants for 
149th street and 156th street. The better approach in our 
opinion would be to get the roads before allowing the 
development. 


LEVESQUE VISIT HIGHLIGHTS FRENCH SEPARATIST 
MOVEMENTS 


The recent visit of Quebec Premier Rene Levesque to France 
makes us realize that Canada does not corner the market on 
separatist movements - even though the separatist 
movement in Quebec causes concern. 


When It was reported that Mr. Levesque had been awarded 
the Legion d’Honneur during his hobnobbings with the 
French Government, the Canadian Federal Government 
made itself look small when it complained that Mr. 
Levesque should have asked for permission before he 
accepted the honour. As the French rightly pointed out, it is 
not up to the Canadian Government to tell the French how 
they should honour their guests. Perhaps an amendment to 
the Canadian Government’s stand on this point is in order. 
Would Mr. Trudeau have asked for permission from Ottawa 
if the same award had been granted to him? 


Ironically, when the European and other media were 
sending their reports of the Levesque visit to Canada via 
satellite, one of the stations sending the signal was blown up 
by a French separatist movement in Brittany in north west 
France. The signal got to Canada via another route. 


Another point emerging from the Levesque visit is that 
French separatist movements in Corsica, the Basque 
country and Brittany are being treated severely by the 
French Government, while that same government lends a 
friendly ear to a separatist movement far from Its borders. 


This seems like dirty pool and adds a new dimension to 
French support for the separatist movement in Quebec. If 
Quebec wants to separate from Canada, then it should be a 
strictly Canadian affair, with no outside interference. 


A final comment. Perhaps what Canada needs right now is 
someone with the charisma of a Rene Levesque to do as 
good a job for Canadian Unity as Levesque is doing for 
Quebec’s independence.

that a branch of government 
announces a program to com- 
bat measles, Upon hearing 
this news, you rush off to the 
doctor to be cured of your 
annoying red rash. But the 
doctor has never been told 
how to identify measles and, 
for all he knows, that red rash 
could quite easily be chicken 
pox. The doctor, caught up 
in this terrible communica- 
tions problem, is unable to 
effect a cure. 

Fortunately, every doctor 
knows that measles comes 
with a red rash, chicken pox 
with small bumps. Doctors 
know this to be true because 
they have been given a defini- 
tion of measles and another 
of chicken pox. And, since 
they have a definitional 
means of identifying the di- 
sease, they are able to treat 
the patient properly. 

So far, so good. In matters 
economic, however, there is 
no consistent body of defini- 
tions. The federal govern- 
ment, for example, has begun 
to make rumblings about 
more support for small busi- 
ness (better late than never) 
— without laying down a 
clear conceptual definition 
of “small business”. For all 
Ottawa knows, ‘‘small” busi- 
ness could well be IBM and 
Imperial Oil.

the big business sector which, 
for the most part, consists 
of nothing more meaningful 
than foreign-owned branch 
plants). 

Getting away from a 
branch plant economy is of 
primary importance to Cana- 
da, Branch plants drain away 
earnings to the foreign share- 
holders. Branch plants con- 
tribute little to our store of 
industrial knowledge, since 
most’ of their research and 
development takes place at 
the foreign head office. 

In other words, it matters 
very much whether we have 
a definition of “small” busi- 
ness. 

The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business, 
which has naturally taken a 
great deal of interest in this 
problem, proposes a useful 
definition: a business which 
is independently owned and 
operated and is not domi- 
nant in its field, 

In Europe, small business 
is generally defined as an en-

The Canadian govern- 
ment, meanwhile, is playing 
with a definition based on 
the number of employees. 
That's the kind of definition 
that causes doctors to diag- 
nose tiny bumps as measles.

OTTER RESCUE PLAN WORKS 
From Western Regional Newspapers Magazine 


The Success of a five year old international operation to 
re-establish sea otter populations on the west coast of 
Vancouver Island was recently confirmed for the first time. 


Scientists from the Pacific Biological Station at Nanaimo 
reported sighting several thriving colonies of the animals in 
the general area where sea otters from Alaska were released 
in 1969, 1970 and 1972. The transplant involved scientists 
and technicians from Federal Fisheries, B.C. Fish and 
Wildlife, and Alaska Fish and Wildlife. 


During the recent sighting female sea otters were observed 
with young, which scientists say indicates strongly that the 
transplant has taken. Sea otters were captured near 
Amchitka Island in Alaska for the transplant and were 
shipped to Bunsby Island area aboard a federal research 
vessel, the G.B. Reed. 


The former abundance of the sea otter, which possesses 
perhaps the most valuable coat of any fur bearer, declined 
drastically in the 19th century as a result of commercial 
harvesting. By the early 1900’s only a handful of the animals 
remained. The last native sea otter was seen on the west 
coast in 1929. The transplanted sea otter population is fully 
protected under provincial fish and wildlife legislation. 


Sea otters feed on a variety of mollusks, sea urchins and 
kelp, but variations in their diet depend upon the greatest 
concentration of individual foods. Sea otters are not 
particularly fast swimmers. Fish are not considered to be a 
part of their diet. Abalone, sea urchins and sea mussels 
appear to constitute their principal food. Sea otters have 
been observed to float on their backs, place shellfish on their 
chests and use rocks to pound the shell open. A sea otter can 
reach six feet in length and has been known to weigh 85 
pounds. 


ISRAELI SOLDIERS STARTING TO LOOK SMART

A curious change is coming over the Israeli army: The 
soldiers are starting to look smart. 


Until a few months ago, the military machine that has held 
the Arab world in stalemate was prized purely for 
battleground prowess, Nobody ever gave high marks for 
polish, Israeli soldiers looked sloppy. 


But the general election of last May brought to office a 
defence minister, Ezer Weizmann, who cherished memories 
of his own spit-and-polish days in Britain’s Royal Air Force. 


One of his first orders to the Israeli forces was: ‘‘Get your 
hair cut." 


He followed this with a stream of directives on such matters 
as shining Loots and sprucing up uniforms, 


Though mainly directed at male soldiers, the new rules also 
applied to Israel's numerous women in khaki. Somewhat to 
the disappointment of tourists, it became rare to see an 
army girl in a short, tight skirt and a blouse precariously 
fastened with one overstrained button. 


For the men it meant no more dusty boots on parade and no 
more berets stuffed into pockets. 


In barracks they are submitted to a rigorous inspection. 
Anyone appearing on parade improperly dressed is liable to 
a heavy fine or, in serious cases, a spell in custody. 


The new rules affect not only the lower ranks. One army 
major was subjected to a stiff fine for arriving at 
headquarters bare-headed. 


The women have been told that jewellery and makeup must 
not be flamboyant, Trousers are officially preferred to 
skirts. But if skirts are worn, they must reach the knee, Hair 
must be gathered up neatly on top of the head.

MAYOR’S WIFE’S SHOP SPARKS PROTEST 


A small controversy has arisen in Fort Saskatchewan, 
concerning the wife of Mayor Hank Powell. 

Nell Powell wanted to run an antique store out of her 
home, located in an area zoned residential. On September 
16, Mrs. Powell received permission from the town’s 
development office to run the business as requested. This 
ruling is allowable under the town’s Accessory Home 
Occupation section of the zoning bylaw, which states that a 
business can be run from a home if the business is incidental 
and subordinate to the principal use of the building. 

However, prior to effecting this ruling, the bylaw 
stipulates that a poll must be taken of all homeowners within 
200 feet of the shop. These residents are asked to express 
their views on the matter in a letter to council. 

After 17 letters were sent out, 11 responses were 
obtained, with seven respondents in favour of the shop, and 
four against. 

In an appearance before council Mrs. Powell said that she 


felt the shop was a valuable tool in teaching young people 
about the past. She stated that if she could not run the 
busines from her home, she would have to close the doors of 
the antique shop for good, as she could not afford to pay rent 
in the downtown area, Mrs. Powell also denied the four 
opposing residents statement that traffic would be a 
problem if the shop were to be located in the residential 
area. Poining out that she had only one or two customers per 
day, Mrs. Powell refuted the traffic congestion allegation, 
and said it could not affect property values in the 
neighbourhood, as stated by the residents. None of those 
opposing were at the meeting. 

The matter caused some discussion in council of the 
Accessory Home Occupation section. Some councillors felt 
that this could set a precedent for retail outlets in residential 
areas. It was felt this could damage both the downtown 
business section and the residential areas. 

However, the council decided to judge each case on its 
own merits and upheld the development officer’s decision to 
allow Mrs. Powell to run her business from her home. She in 
turn, agreed to provide on site parking.

More than 2,400 Alberta 
firms are listed in the 
updated index of Manufac- 
turers in Alberta just pub- 
lished by the Department of 
Business Development and 
Tourism. Alberta’s manu- 
facturing shipments have in- 
creased in value by more 
than $1.13 billion between 
1974 and 1976. The latest 
estimates from the Govern- 
ment of Canada place Al- 
berta’s 1976 manufacturing 


output as approximately $5 


billion. 

The index is prepared and 
published by the research 
and analysis branch to pro- 
vide current information on 
the activity within the manu- 
facturing industry in the 
province. 

Divided into seven sec- 
tions, the first section con- 
tains an alphabetical list of 
all Alberta manufacturing 
firms. Types of products are 
given and approximate size 
of the firm is indicated. The 
second section contains a list 
of Alberta made products 
also in alphabetical order. 
Other sections contain lists of 
Alberta timber quota hold- 
ers, Alberta metal and 
industrial minerals produc- 
ers, Alberta liquid petroleum 
producers. There is a list of 
all towns by census division 
mentioned in the index as 
well as a section of Alberta 
firms by location which 
tabulates all manufacturing 
firms in any given town. 

The index of manufac- 
turers in Alberta suggests 
that Alberta offers several 
broad areas for development;

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Director urges nurses 


to become politically active 


The guest speakers at the 
October 17 meeting of the St. 
Albert Nurse's Interest Gr- 
oup were Mr. Robert Dona- 
hue (executive director Staff 
Nurses Assoc. of Alberta) 
and Marilyn MacDonald 
R.N. (St. Albert and district 
Staff nurse representative). 

Mr. Donahue began by 
reviewing the history of 
unionism in Canada. He 
stated that collective bar- 
gaining in our country is over 
one hundred years old. It 
grew out of the response to 
poor conditions of work, and 
as a force against employers’ 
absolute authority. Devel- 
opment and growth of collec- 
tive bargaining for Nurses in 
Alberta goes back to 1965S. 
(Before this time, a commit- 
tee of the AAKN was 
appointed to work with the 
AHA to set a schedule of 
maximum and minimum 
salaries, including yearly in- 
crements, paid vacations, 
sick leave, pension plan and 
hours of work for all cate- 
gories of nurses. The AARN 
had no powers of bargaining 
or enforcement, but was 
authorized to intervene on 
behalf of its members where 
the welfare of a member was 
concerned). 

In 1965, the AARN app- 
roved certification of staff 
associations under The Lab- 
our Act, and the Association 
itself acting as agent in 
collective bargaining. In Ap- 
ril 1966, the Registered 
Nurse’s Act was amended to 
make this possible. 

From 1966 until 1974 the 
collective bargaining func- 
tion was provided as a 
service to AARN Staff Nur- 
ses Associations, and was 
funded from the registration 
fee of all members. 

In 1973, a Saskatchewan 
Supreme Court decision had 
great implications for the 
AARN collective bargaining 
program. 


In Saskatchewan, it was 
ruled that because the AARN 
had management nurses 
among its members, and on 
its executive council, and 
because the association had 
financially and otherwise 
assisted in the organization 
and formation of staff nurses 
associations, staff nurses 
associations were said to be 
company dominated and 
improper to be certified. 
Even without concrete evi- 
dence of management inter- 
ference, the fact that it could 
occur was sufficient to pre- 
vent certifications of staff 
nurse associations. 

Due to these developments 
the Provincial Council of the 
AARN approved bylaw am- 
endments which created an 
autonomous collective bar- 
gaining structure of the 
AARN. These changes ena- 
bled the program to continue 
to operate under the powers 
given to the AARN in the 
Registered Nurses Act and at 
the same time satisfy the 
terms of the Alberta Labour 
Act. 

Staff Nurses Associations 
are organized in many 
hospital and health units in 
Alberta. These associations 
in turn elect members to sit 
on staff nurses committees 
and provincial staff nurses 
committees. The Provincial 
staff nurses committee has 
restructured itself and has 
separated the collective bar- 
gaining organization from 
the AARN. The Provincial 
Council of the AARN realizes 
that the complete indepen- 
dence of the collective 
bargaining program is in the 
best interest of all nurses.

program. He explained to the 
membership the many steps 
which led to the last resort 
action which forced some 
nurses to the picket lines for 
the first time in Alberta's 
history. Nurses had been 
trying since January to 
negotiate a proposal that 
reflected their desire to 
regain former differentials 
that existed between nurses 
in B.C. and Saskatchewan. 
Their work-load clause was 
another major issue, and it 
wasn't even receiving ser- 
ious consideration from hos- 
pital boards. 

Why have nurses allowed 
themselves to slip so far 
behind other professional 
groups on the wage scale? Is 
it because they have been 
conditioned that nursing is a 
social virtue? Mr. Donahue 
feels that nursing attracts 
socially conscious people, 
and that society, including 
hospital boards, count on this 
to keep a lid on their salaries 
and benefits. At this time in 
Alberta, many nurses have 
come to realize that collective 
bargaining expertise is ess- 
ential if their philosophies on 
quality of patient care, 
working conditions and eco- 
nomic benefits are ever to 
become a reality. 

Marily MacDonald spoke 
briefly at the end of the 
meeting. She thanked Mr. 


Donahue for his leadership 
during negotiations, before 
Mr. Justice Donald Bowen at 
compulsory arbitration, and 
through the appeal to the 
administrator of the A.1.B. 


MAKE YOURSELVES 
HEARD 


There was a question and 
answer period and then Mr. 
Donahue ended by encour- 
aging all nurses to become 
active politically. He felt 
nurses should have a greater 
say in the delivery of nursing 
services, should write letters 
to those in power detailing 
impossible work loads. Sh- 
ould voice loud and clear that 
patients deserve quality nur- 
sing care no matter what 
government budget cuts 
demand.

‘A Taste of Honey’ is tough 
minded work

“A Taste of Honey”’ is not 
the saccharine work its name 
suggests. Nor is it, to my 
mind, a story of young love, 
as suggested by its advance 
publicity. Instead it gives a 
hard-edged look at poverty 
and motherhood, ungilded 
by sentimentality. 

The story deals with a 
mother and daughter eking 
out an existance in the slums 
of Manchester. Mother (Hel- 
en) is a semi-professional 
dispenser of sexual favours, 
absent-mindedly raising her 
daughter Jo. Her attempts at 
motherhood are well-meant 
but sporadic, She frequently 
takes vacations from her 
maternal responsibilities, 
seeking comfort in the arms 
of various ‘‘fancy men.” 

Jo herself is a complex 
character -- alternately wo- 
man and child; sensitive and 
raucous. Michelle Garrison 
gives a subtle and wide- 
ranging interpretation -- one 
of the best performances | 
have seen in the past year. 
Jo’s character is difficult to 
isolate, because of the forces 
at work upon her. Her youth, 
her squalid surroundings, 
her high-powered mama and 
her dubious paternity all 
have a part in the molding of 
Jo. However, she is a strong 
person of fine intelligence, 
who resists the mold. 

Equally paradoxical is 
Helen, her mother, played by 
Joan Hurley. She is over- 
powering, but yields girlishly 
to the man of the hour. She 
can be cruelly neglectful, or 
smotheringly maternal. At 
times she is as old as her 
profession, at others she 
seems younger than her 
daughter. 


There is great potential for 
disaster in ‘‘A Taste of 
Honey,’’ but the theatre 3 
performance avoids it. Both 
mother and daughter are 
domineering people, and 
with the wrong casting, the 
delicate balance on stage 
could have been destroyed. 
However, Hurley and Gar- 
rison strike sparks toge- 
ther, with neither over- 
whelming the other. 

The play offers a rare 
depiction of the mother- 
daughter relationship. As 
any mother or daughter 
knows, this is no hearts and 
flowers matter. In fact, the 
viciousness exhibited by Joe 
and Helen is more accurate 
than many of us would care 
to admit -- acrimony and 
affection often go hand in 
hand with mothers and their 
daughters. 

Helen sums up what must 
be a universal sentiment 
among mothers when she 
asks with genuine anguish - 
**Why can’t you learn from 
my mistakes?’’ 

Intruding upon this str- 
ange menage is Geoffrey, an 
effeminate but sweet young 
man played by Ian Deakin. 
Mr. Deakin played Geoffrey 
with great intelligence, hu- 
mour and compassion, mak- 
ing him for me the most 
endearing by far of all the 
characters. One ean’t help 
but suffer for Geoffrey, 
whose sensititives are lost on 
steam-roller Helen. The play 
seemed a long one to me, 
perhaps because the bitt- 
erness of their situation is 
unbroken -- except for a brief 
interlude in which Jo is 
allowed a moment of girlish 
ecstasy with her naval rating 
lover. Played by Elliot 


Mclver, Jimmy does not 
seem to be a developed 
character -- a fact which I 
find the main flaw in a play 
described as dealing with a 
young girl’s first taste of 
love. The brief love affair 
seems more a dramatic 
device by which Jo is 
propelled into adulthood, 
ready or not. Mr. Mclver 
couldn't seem to get a grasp 
on the character, for which | 
don’t blame him. There isn’t 


much to grasp. 

This play is not one which 
sends the audience skipping 
from the theatre in high 
spirits, and the group open- 
ing night looked appropria- 
tely pensive when the curtain 
fell. However, it does sound 
one note of optimism about 
the human condition -- no 
matter how rough the going 
gets, people for the most part 
find the courage to deal with 
it.

Prevention Community 
Relations Co-ordinator with 
the St. Albert Detachment of 
the RCMP, Dr. H. Albrecht 
of the Grandin Medical Clinic 
and psychologist David Mer- 
chant. The evening was 
sponsored by the Lady Lion- 
esses of St. Albert. 

Dr. Albrecht urged rape 
victims to come for imme- 
diate medical examination, 
so that they could be checked 
for venereal discase, internal 
and external damage, poss- 


Unifarm women want 


more hospital funding 


Women of Unifarm, in 
their seventh annual con- 
vention, welcomed more 
than 120 women to the two 
day affair, Wednesday and 
Thursday, in Edmonton. 

And as last year, education 
and health were at the fore- 
front of discussion for the 
organization. More funds to 
maintain hospital services, 
funds for learning disability 
research, and for supple- 
mentary grants for early 
childhood school programs in 
areas where pre-school pop- 
ulation has dropped, were 
some of the requests. 

In areas where populations 
of pre-school age children 
have dropped, early child- 
hood service grants are cut 
off. The group objected to 
such discontinuance and will 
urge government to offer 
supplementary grants in 
those areas. 

Teachers returning to work 
after many years of absence, 
should be required to attend 
at least one refresher course 
three years prior to returning 
to teaching, was a further 
recommendation, 

The organization will ask 
that parenthood and family 
living should be offered in 
schools. In another resolu- 
tion a closer look at how our 
education dollar is spent, is 
requested, 

In the area of health care 
farm women are again asking 
for more funds for hospitals 
to ensure prompt admission 
and improved care of pat- 
ients and to maintain suffi- 
cient staff and beds. Alberta 
is at least 27 years behind the 
times in its care of the 
elderly, noted one speaker on 
a resolution that asks for a 
department of geritology in 
Alberta medical faculties. 

Patient releases from 
mental hospitals were ques- 
tioned and in a resolution the 
group is demanding that a 
more careful screening pro- 
cess be initiated. 

Specific concerns of wom- 


en were not ignored by the 
group and generally received 
the unanimous support of 
delegates. That rape be 
classified as a criminal 
assault was one resolution 
receiving such support. 

Past president Betty Ped- 
ersen noted that amend- 
ments announced last year 
regarding court proceedings 
were welcomed but the 
amendments did not go far 
enough. 

The women asked that 
unemployment insurance 
benefits be provided for 
adoptive mothers, as they 
are for natural mothers. 
Wives receiving spouse's 
allowances should continue 
to receive that allowance, 
when widowed and until they 
have reached the eligible 
benefit of 65.

ible pregnancy and sperm 
check. They should follow up 
this treatment for at least six 
months. Ms. Franklin talked 
of the legal implications of 
rape, what the penalties 
were and the court pro- 
cedures. She said: ‘Defence 
counsel will not go into a 
fishing expedition into the 
victim.”’ 

Dr. Merchant probed some 
of the psychological pro- 
blems relating to rape, like a 
feeling of uncleaness, guilt 
over loss of control and guilt 
over possible sexual arousal, 
however Slight, during the 
assault. 

The rapist ‘‘is not necess- 
arily the dark stranger who 
lurks behind the tree, maybe 
he is someone you know,”’ 
said Dr. Merchant. He said 
that rapes were not insane 
and impulsive acts, rather 
they were well thought out 
and planned. 

Constable McDonald sp- 
oke for about two hours on 
the Lady Beware program. 

He said the program was 
designed ‘to make women 
more aware the crime rate is 
increasing against them 
more than any other going.” 

All major Canadian cities 
have the crime against 
women problem, he pointed 
out; this could be partly 
explained by the influx of 
women from small town 
Canada as they migrate into 
the cities. 

He urged women to use a 
common sense approach to 
living and this would elimin- 
ate 95 percent of the crime 
against them. ‘‘Common 
sense and your own judge- 
ment are probably the best 
defence you can have." 

He told the audience, "But 
we don't want you leaving 
here paranoid looking behind 
every (telephone pole or 
{ree.””

ald pointed out that more 
crimes against women were 
happening inside, he said 
that St. Albert did not have 
the problem of having crimes 
against females yet. 

He pointed out that several 
recent murders in Alberta 
had been directly or in- 
directly related to hitch 
hiking. He advised women to 
tape two dimes to the inside 
of their purse so they could 
be used in an emergency and 
he urged them to have 
Edmonton and St. Albert 
police department numbers 
at hand. 

Women should also have 
something they can write 
with at hand, even if its 
lipstick.

If women found them- 
selves stuck out on the 
highway, they were urged to

tow truck without you.”’ 

**Do not pick up a hitch- 
hiker, even if he is out in his 
Bermuda shorts ... let the 
Wir freeze!" 

He advised women not to 
“allow Women's Lib to 
interfere with their common 
sense.’ A 9S pound woman 
was no match for a 150 pound 
man. ; 

Constable MacDonald ad- 
vised women not to loiter. If 
they'd had an executive 
meeting in Edmonton they 
should get straight into their 
vehicle. 

Home security could be 
beefed up by placing a screw 
on the outside of a window so 
that it was secure from being 
opened from the inside or the 
outside. However this was no 
security from the rapist or 
the sex deviant he said. He 
also advised women to make 
sure front and back doors of 
the house were deadbolted.

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Credit grantors still leary of housewives 


Recently, the Calgary Wo- 
men's Newspaper conducted 
a survey of business atti- 
tudes toward granting credit 
to women. The paper sent 
out questionnaires which 
were answered by the 
following firms: The Bay, 
Eaton's, Gamble’s, the par- 
ent company of Macleod’s; 
Holt Renfrew, Woolco, Ch- 
argex, Master Charge, Gulf, 
Husky Oil and Texaco. Those 
that did not complete the 
questionnaire were Simpson 
Sears, American Express 
and Pacific Petroleums. The 
latter group indicated that 
they did not consider marital 
Status in their granting of 
credit cards. 

All the companies who 
completed the questionnaire 
said that working women, 
regardless of marital status 
could receive credit cards or 
charge accounts, if they 
satisfy certain requirements. 
These criteria include ade- 
quate income, stability of 


residence and employment, 
and positive paying habits. 
None of these stores require 
a co-signer unless the app- 
licant is under age. Like the 
working woman, the house- 
wife can also obtain charge 
accounts and credit cards if 
she meets the requirements 
mentioned above. Assets, 
bank accounts, alimony, 
maintenance money or pen- 
sions are considered valid 
income sources for house- 
wives as is social assistance 
in some cases. 

However, adequate in- 
come is not the only require- 
ment. She must also demon- 
Strate stable paying habits, a 
feat which will be difficult for 
a woman who has never 
applied for credit before, or 
even for those who had 


charge accounts prior to their 
marriage. 

The aspect of granting 
credit to women which draws 
the most criticism is the fact 
that the assessment of her

paying habits depends upon 
her husband's credit rating. 
It is the practice of credit 
bureaus to merge a woman's 
credit file with that of her 
husband's when she marries, 
even though she is employed 
herself, thus her credit rating 
becomes a reflection of his. 
Regardless of her ability to 
pay, and her stability of 
payment record, if his credit 
rating is poor, then she will 
have difficulty getting credit. 

There are apparently, two 
ways to avoid the merging of 
a woman’s credit file with 
her husband's. She can keep 
her birth name from the start 
of her marriage, so that no 
connection is made between 
the two in the eyes of the 
credit grantors. Or, when 
applying for credit, she can 
withhold information about 
her husband on the appli- 
cation. Credit bureaus will 
keep a separate file on a 
married woman if she so 
requests, but her file will be 
cross-indexed with that of 
her spouse. In the case of 


separation, divorce, widow- 


hood, she must notify the 


credit bureau to obtain a 
separate credit file.

that a co-signer was not 
necessary. 

The credit grantors take 
varying approaches to the 
issue of whose name appears 
on the credit card or charge 
account. The Bay, Holt 
Renfrew, and Woolco issue 
the card in the women’s 
name if she works. However, 
if the woman is a housewife, 
these companies issue the 
card in her husband's name. 
even though it is her account. 


Thus, in these three com- 
panies, the housewife has no 
identity. She exists only 
through her husband. 

This is not universal, 
however, Eaton’s, Master 
Charge, Gulf and Texaco 
specifically indicated that if a 
married woman opens an 
account, the card is issued in 
her name. 

One solution for the 
married woman who wants to 


open an account in her own 
name is to do so jointly with 
her husband. In this way, the 
wife will be issued a card in 
her own name, whether or 
not she is working. However, 
the disadvantage lies in the 
fact that the wife is liable for 
debts incurred by both on the 
account, will continue to be 
liable even if she and her 
husband separate unless the 
account is closed. 


Dietary fiber could

The average Canadian's 
usual eating pattern has 
often been under much 
criticism. Our high calorie, 
high fat diet skimps on some 
important nutrients, resul- 
ting in overweight by poorly 
fed people. Some believe the 
problem lies in what we don't 
eat! One food substance 
that's been ignored in our 
diet is fiber. 
Dietary fiber or ‘‘rough- 


coronary heart disease, and 
other ‘‘diseases of civili- 
zation”’ is not at all clear. By 
eating foods high in fiber and 
therefore increasing bulk in 
your diet - you will tend to 
feel fuller on fewer calories - 
something which could be a 
boon to our overweight 
society. 

To alter your eating pat- 
tern to include more fiber, 
continue to choose foods 
from the four groups of 
Canada’s Food Guide (milk 
and milk products, fruits and 
vegetables, bread and cere- 
als, meat and alternates) but 
choose whole grain cereals 


Whole grain and bran 
cereals, whole rolled oats, 
whole wheat breads, baked 
goods made with whole grain 
flour and whole ground 
cornmeal retain the outer 
coat of the cereal grain which 
contains the most fiber. A 
few teaspoons of bran 
sprinkled over breakfast 
cereals, casseroles, yoghurt 
or fruit will add fiber also 

When baking, try to incor 
porate bran in muffins 
pancakes, breads and co- 
okies. This gives a pleasant 
nutty flavor and texture. Add 
bran to meat loaves, brea 
ding for chicken or fish and

United Grain: Growers 
(UGG) recently claimed in 
Edmonton that the wheat 
market is ‘‘beginning to look 
mildly optimistic and the 
worst of the low prices could 
be behind us.” 

Revealing results of the 
special UGG forecast prior to 
its two-day annual meeting 
UGG president, Mac Runci- 
man said, “Although prices 
are still depressed, a trend to 
Slightly better prices has 
been noted since late sum- 
mer due to reduced crop 
prospects and increasing 
international demand.”’ 

In a wide-ranging state- 
ment interpreting the current 
grain situation, the president 
of the Prairie grain co-op- 
erative pointed out ‘‘the 
anticipated increase in wheat 
sales will at least partially 
offset the effect of low 
prices.’’ 

“Although the total world 
wheat crop is expected to be 
the second largest on record, 
and down only S percent 
from last year’s bumper 
iarvest, the quality of this 
year's crop is down consid- 
srably. Wet harvest condi- 
ions spoiled what otherwise 
would have been good crops 
specially in the Soviet 
Jnion, Canada and many 
Zuropean countries.’”

UGG says wheat prospects improving 


by the Canadian Wheat 
Board as early as July last 
year, the UGG president ex- 
plained that Prairie farmers 
were well served with in- 
creased sales in the face of 
stronger competition. 

“The Wheat Board has re- 
mained an aggressive seller 
and exports should increase 
again in 1977-78 to go 
beyond the 500-million-bu- 
Shel level and perhaps come 
close to the record of 595 
million bushels exported in 
1963-64, 

“Although prices are not 
expected to rise enough to 
yield a final payment on 
1977-78 deliveries, the in- 
creased export sales virtually 
assures reasonable delivery 
opportunities for most 
grades of wheat,’’ Runciman 
said. 


DURUM PICTURE GOOD 


Turning his attention to 
durum wheat, the UGG pre- 
sident was optimistic about it 
sident was optimistic about 
its prospects in 1977-78. 
“‘Demand for durum is 
expanding quickly due to 
crop shortages in Mediter- 
ranean regions. The record 
supplies that plagued this 
market for almost two years 
are now being depleted. 
“The North American crop

quality wheat, the UGG 
president said, ‘‘It is hard to 
be optimistic when stocks are 
accumulating as rapidly as 
they are.’’ 


OILSEED PRICES LOW 


For oilseeds, the UGG 
president noted that ‘‘the 
virtual assurance of a record 
production on oilseeds world 
wide should keep oilseed 
prices considerably lower 
than what they were last 
year.”’ 

However, he stressed that 


the situation does not appear 
as bad as in 1975-76 because 
‘‘demand is now stronger 
and there are various de- 
grees of supply shortages for 
a number of oilseed com- 
modities in many parts of 
the world. 

“Canadian rapeseed pro- 
ducers should still have good 
opportunities to market their 


production profitable,"’ Run- 
ciman said. ‘‘Supplies are 
barely enough to meet 


normal market requirements 
* oe 


and producers should find 
keen buying interest from 
both exporters and domestic 
crushers throughout the 
lyear.”’ 

Noting the relatively de- 
pressed state of the flaxseed 
industry, Runciman said that 
there is no real optimism in 
this sector ‘‘since linseed oil 
users seem well satisfied 
with substitutes and even at 
substantial discounts do not 
yet appear willing to increase 
their purchases.”’

Little Red Riding Hood 
had nothing to worry about. 
The big. bad wolf's storied 
reputation as a ferocious 
people eater is completely 
undeserved. 

Not one case of healthy 
wolves attacking people has 
been recorded in North 
America. Old accounts of 
marauding ‘‘beasts’* in Eur- 
ope -- probably embellished 
by legend are now 
interpreted as attacks by 
rabid wolves or wolf-dog 
hybrids. 


DESERVES POSITIVE 
IMAGE 


The wolf as scientists 


Know it is quite different 
from the public's image of 
the creature as a heinous 
super killer.’* says Dr. L. 
David Mech. A bioligist with 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service and one of the 
World's leading authorities 
on wolves, Dr. Mech reveals 
his latest findings on the 
animals in the October 
National Geographic. 

A wolf is probably best 
know for its howling. “lt is 
this eerie howling that has 
probably inspired the tales 
that have arisen about the 
wolf.’ writes Dr. Mech. 
“*The animal. is though 
capable of choosing any prey 


and running it down with 
impunity. 

“Its weight, usually 60 to 
120 pounds, is often grossly 
exaggerated, and so is the 
size of its packs, rarely more 
than twenty members and 
usually fewer than ten.” 

In a natural population of 
wolves, where man has not 
interfered, all the available 
space is taken up by packs 
Each occupies a territory of 
its own, overlapping little 
with neighboring packs, ex- 
cept possibly on the tundra, 
There, during much of the 
year, the need for migration 
seems to result in greater 
tolerance among groups. 


“Exclusive spacing of pack 
territories may be main 
tained by howling and by 
scent marking a ritualistic 
reports Dr. Mech 
means of 


practice." 
‘Whatever the 


territories, lone 


marking 
wolves are left with no real 
areas of their own, and most 
are doomed to a nomadic life 


of trying to avoid packs.” 
STRICT NIPPING ORDER 


In a simple pack with a 
pair of adults and their pups, 
the social hierarchy is a 
linear one. But some packs 
may contain as many as 36 
members, including several 
adults. In such cases both a 
male and a female social 
ladder develops. The male 
leader. however, guides the 
activities of the pack and 
initiates attacks against tres- 
passers. 

Peripheral animals or se- 
cial occupy the 
lowest rung of wolf society 
Most large packs have at 
least one poor *scapewoll” 
on whom the others tike out

Dear Edwin - The reflector 
fire is generally accepted as 
the most efficient for direc- 
ting heat where it is needed.

Dogs are lending their 
acute sense of hearing to the 
deaf. 

In the tradition of se- 
eing-eye dogs, ‘‘hearingear’’ 
dogs are alerting their 
masters to a variety of 
sounds: doorbells, baby 
cries, alarm clocks, smoke 
detectors, and-burglar a- 
larms. More than 25 dogs 
have been sent to homes of 
deaf people around the 
country by the American 
Humane Association in Den- 
ver; 20 more are in training 
there. 

Because the dogs don’t 
guide their masters, just 
about any size will do. Intel- 
ligence and a pleasant per- 
sonality are important. 

“We've trained every- 
® thing from a mixed dachsund 
to a full-blooded golden re- 
triever,"’ said Robert White, 
program director. the canine 
recruits usually come from 
animal shelters, so there is 
an almost endless supply. 


Buckwheat,

Buckwheat is a versatile 
foodstuff that can be used in 
pancake mixes, bread, poul- 
try stuffings and breakfast 
foods. However, most of 
Canada's buckwheat crop is 
shipped to Japan-where it is 
made into noodles that are 
cooked like spaghetti. 

Two-thirds of last year's 
crop was exported to Japan. 

Dr. Clayton Campbell, a 
buckwheat breeder at Agri- 
culture Canada’s Morden, 
Man., Research Station, says 
the Japanese interest in 
buckwheat could help to 
stabilize Canada's produc- 
tion of the crop. He says 
production levels have varied 
in recent years and farmers 
need a steady market for 
buckwheat before they will 
grow it as a major crop.

DOG EARS FINELY TUNED 

Dogs are provided to the 
deaf free, but training can 
cost $1,800 per dog, the 
National Geographic Society 
says. 

Turning a dog into a sentry 
of sound can take as long as 
five months. First the dog 
learns to obey simple com- 
mands. Then it is taught to 


be sensitive to certain 
sounds. 
The dogs alert their 


masters by running to the 
source of the sound, then to 
their masters, and back to 
the source. For wake-up 
duty, smaller ones are taught 
to jump on the bed and lick 
the deaf person's face, while 
larger dogs are restricted toa 
firm nudge with their noses. 
The dogs are ‘‘custom- 
-trained.’’ A deaf mother in 
Dallas requested that her 
dog be able to recognize the 
cry of her baby. The dog, an 
Australian shepherd, was 
trained with a tape recording 
of a baby played next to a 
doll in a crib. 
Unfortunately, when the 
dog reached his new home, 
the real baby just didn't 
sound the same. The dog was 
quickly retrained at home, 
and soon was dutifully in- 
forming the mother when her 
baby began to whimper. 
“The dogs become very 
aware,’’ White said. ‘‘They 
seem to develop a sixth 
sense, the way they pick up

small things like a teakettle 
whistle.’’ 

One dog learned so well 
that it began notifying its 
owners when the television 
was too loud and when the 
furnace and air conditioner 
came on. They decided to put 
up with the annoyance. 


NEW FREEDOM 
FROM WORRY 


Hearing-ear dogs offer 
new independence for the 
country’s 1.8 million deaf 
people and could ease the 
minds of parents of deaf 
children. A canine compa- 
nion, for instance, is taught 
to warn a youngster if 
something threatening is 
behind him and to lie down in 
front of a child until a 
Speeding car passes. 

The American Humane 
Association program is a 
three-year pilot project fi- 
nanced with private contri- 
butions. If successful--and if 
money is available--the pro- 
gram will branch out into 10 
centers around the nation. 
The goal is to provide a dog 
to every deaf person in the 
country who wants one. 

Dogs that fail to qualify as 
hearing-ear dogs might be- 
come companions to other 
people in need. 

“These dogs hold a great 
deal of promise for disabled 
and-older people,’’ White 
said.

Speaking for the resolution 
asking The Canadian Wheat 
Board to make provision for 
entry of stabilization pay- 
ments, Bill Barnes of All- 
iance, Alberta, said that 
without a record of all 
payments, it was very easy to 


overpay, especially when de- 
livering rapeseed. ‘‘Once it 
is paid in, it takes a long time 
to get it back from the 
Board.” 

A resolution asking that 
the clevator manager be 
allowed to enter a working 
day's deliveries into the 
permit book at the end of the 
day was also carried. Cur- 
rently, the manager has to 
enter every load or portion of 
a load into the farmer's 
permit book. 

**During busy periods of 
harvest this slows deliveries 
and nothing should prevent 
the fast flow of grain into the 
clevator,”’ he said. 

A resolution asking for 
direct delivery of malting 
barley to malting companies 
was also carried. High River, 
Alberta delegate, Bruce Vei- 
lleux, said that by delivering 
malting barley to the malting 
company, double handling 
would be prevented and the 
farmers would save on 
freight charges. 

A Canadian Wheat Board 
official present at the time of 
discussion, Forrest Hetland, 
said that he could ‘foresee 
no problems, providing the 
malting companies agreed to 
become agents of the Boa- 
rd." 

A resolution, similar to the

Speaking for the 
resolution, a Melville, Sask- 
atchewan farmer said that 
this would be a big help and 
reduce the cost of handling 
dockage all the way through 
the system,

The streets bear such 
ames as Maisonneuve, La- 
ral, Grandin and Jacques 
lartier, and the tallest 
tructure on the modest 
kyline is the carillon tower 
f the Roman Catholic 
“hurch of St. Jean Baptiste. 
lust down from the church, 
ylunked squarely. in the 
niddle of the main drag, is a 
nassive four-square monu- 
nent of concrete which lists 
he pioneer families who

founded the town: the Sab- 
ourins and Houles and Ter- 
raults, the Riopels, Rouss- 
eaus and Rondeaus. The 
name of the priest is 
Primeau, the druggist is a 
Chalifoux, the local franco- 
phone firebrand a St. Germ- 
ain. 

Morinville, in other words, 
in the archetypal small town 
in the province of Quebec, 
the backbone of the French 
fact which Premier Rene 
Levesque is so certain 
desires to cut forever its ties 
of citizenship in Canada. 

Except Morinville isn’t in 
Quebec. It’s located more 
than 2,000 miles from la belle 
province on the high prairie 
of Alberta, about 25 miles 
north of Edmonton. And 
while the French fact is as 
real here as in any town 
under the stewardship of 
Premier Levesque, so is the 
Canadian fact, and it is of 
this that the 2,000 residents 
of Morinville are very proud.

To them being Canadian is 
a living, palpable thing, a 
state of being they think 
about at least a little bit 
every day. They can never 
quite forget they are des- 
cendants of an earlier brand 
of Canadian who, to get to 
Morinville, had to walk 200 
miles north from Calgary -- 
and that only 80 years ago. 

A few days ago, on a bare, 
windswept field between the 
church and the Catholic 
school, 50 or 60 of the 
townspeople showed up for a 
sod-turning ceremony to 
mark the official beginning 
on Morinville’s senior citi- 
zen’s home. It was cold out 
there in that bleak northern 
sunshine, a few degrees 
below zero, and I don't 
imagine there was one of us 
-- men and women, old and 
young alike -- who did not 
privately hope that the 
politicians on hand would 
keep their remarks as brief 
as possible. 

Then the mayor, Art 
Stapleton, moved out in front 
of the group and said, ‘‘We 
will begin proceedings by the 
singing of O Canada.”’ 

And it seemed a very right 
and natural thing to stand 
there with Bert Ouellette and 
Roger Champagne and the 
ladies Billo, De Pre, Daig- 
neault, Hittinger, Kryskow 
and Kieser, and sing our 
national anthem right thr- 
ough to its end, without one 
self-conscious mumble any- 
where. I don't think I ever 
felt more proudly Canadian. 

As the above names 
suggest, Morinville is not a 
totally French community, 
and never was. Today, about 
half the 2,000 residents are 
French, and most of the men 
are German, with a lot of 
Ukrainians, and a small 
contingent of English, Scots 
and Irish, There is also Mo 
Butt, who runs the body 
shop, whose full name is 
Mohammed Said Butt, and 
who came to Morinville from 
Saudi Arabia. 

**L came to this town 10 
years ago with my wife and 
kids, right out of Saudi 
Arabia, and today I feel we 
are as much a part of the 
community as the pioneer 
families. We are as Canadian 
as anyone else, too, My kids 
go to school here, and when 
they grow up I think they'll

take jobs and marry and raise 
their kids in Morinville. This 


is our town.’ 

Art Stapleton, just retired 
from his hardware business 
at the age of 6S, came out 
from the Ottawa Valley in 
1946, having arrived in 
Canada from England in 
1925. After 10 years of trying 
to make a success of farming 
a quarter-section, and unable 
to buy more land, he decided 
to sell his property and open 
a hardware store. But 20 
years ago, Morinville was 
very much more a French 
Catholic community than it is 
today. 

‘There | was, an English 
Protestant in a town that was 
two-thirds French and 80% 
Roman Catholic. So I went to 
Monsignor Tessier, who 
was the priest at the time, 
and asked him bluntly what 
chance | would have as a 
businessman in the comm- 
unity.

** ‘My son,’ he said, ‘if you 
give my people a fair deal, 
you will always find a 
welcome in Morinville.’ 

*'Two years later I was on 
the town council, and in 1965S 
I was elected mayor. I have 
been mayor ever since, three 
terms by acclamation, and if 
anyone ought to know if 
there is any tension between 
the religions and the cul- 
tures, it's me. And I have 
never found it.” 

Father George Primeau, 
61, whose 10-year position as 
Morinville's parish priest 
makes him a kind of unoffi- 
cial mayor of the town 
(Stapleton and he refer to 
each other good-humoredly 
as ‘‘that damn Protestant,’ 
and ‘‘that damn Catholic," 
respectively), summed up 
the Frenchness of Morinville 
this way: 

**At the time of the FLQ 
crisis in 1970, everyone in 
town followed the events as 
closely and nervously as 
every other concerned per- 
son in Canada, But what we 
were saying here was, Look, 
we are French-Canadians, 
yes. But we are not and we 
never will be separatists. 

‘I've got my own ideas 
about the French fact. | think 
we can and do get the French 
we want. I think if we want to 
get French in our schools, 
there’s nothing to stop us. If 
we want to speak it among 
ourselves, there's nothing to 
stop us. We can be whatever 
degree of French we want to 
be, and I don't think that 
idea of les maudits Anglais 
ever comes up.”’

Guy St. Germain, 35, a 
former Alberta government 
worker and now studying 
law, knows he has something 
of a label in town as the 
francophone intellectual. He 
says, ‘‘My grandfather's 
name is on that monument, 
and that makes me a western 
Canadian of French origin 
and pionerr stock. | have 
nevet been further east than 
Saskatchewan, and while I 
am passionately French my- 
self, Ihave no great desire to 
do so. 

**Nor do I have a desire to 
turn back the clock 50 or 60 
years or so when the pre- 
dominant language and cul- 
ture of Morinville was 
French, It is enough for me if 
I and my own family can 
continue to be French. 

**My only regretis the way 
in which we are losing the old 
way of life here. Not the 
French way of life, but the 
concept of being a small 
community, with its own 
special form of cultural 
identity. What I don't want is 
for Morinville to go on a 
population binge, growth for 
the sake of growth, expand- 
ing and expanding until 
there are 25,000 or 35,000 
people here, with most of 
them using the town as a 
bedroom community for Ed- 
monton. 

‘‘As for the loss of my 
French heritage, it is enough 
for me to know what I am: | 
am a Canadian of French 
origin, living in an ocean of 
anglophones, and it. is 
useless to fight it. And it 
doesn't bother me."’
